The  Basis  of  Christian  Union. 

1.  Believers  Should  be  One. — In  the  pray- 
er that  Jesus  prayed  just  previous  to  -I  I is 
betrayal,  in  the  17th  chapter  of  John  there 
nre  some  significant  truths  Ixotring  on  the 
question  at  issue. 

(a)  “1  have  given  them  my  word.” — 

(verse  14.)  The  disciples  of  Jesus  were 
given  the  word.  This  word  comes  from  God 
and  should  he  held  sacred  and  binding. 
Whatever  it  teaches  should  he  believed  ami 
practiced.  It  is  a plain  and  simple  message 
for  the  Lord  intended  it  to  he  understood. 
It  is  not  a confused  message.  It  taught 
just  one  thing  and  not  a number  of  contra- 
dictory things.  It  was  not  intended  for 
preachers  and  priests  alone,  hut  for  all  be- 
lievers. * , 

(b)  “Sanctify  them  through  thy  truth.” 
and  adds,  “thv  word  w truth.” — (verse  17.) 
The  word  is  given,  and  the  word  is  truth; 
and  the  word  is  to  Mnotify.  All  truth  es- 
sential to  the  believer  ia  in  the  word.  The 
word  does  not  simply  contain  the  truth, 
which  is  to  lx*  picked  out  and  classified,  ac- 
cording to  our  various  predilections,  and  for- 
mulated into  creeds  to  suit  sectaries.  It  is 
to  be  taken  at  its  face  value  and  accepted  as 
it  stands.

This  very  term 
implies  unity.  Division  cannot  exist  where 
there  is  sanctification.  Sam-tiHcation  pre- 
cludes sectarianism  also  It  separates  from 
all  error,  and  sanctions  all  truth. 

(c)  “Neither  pray  I for  these  alone,  hut 
for  them  also  which  shall  Ixdieve  on  me 
through  their  word,”  and  adds,  “that  they 
all  may  he  one.” — -(verse  20.) 

Here  Jesus  prays  that  all  believers  should 
he  om*.  The  unity  is  based  on  truth.  Truth 
is  the  word.  Jesus  intended  them  to  see 
alike,  believe  alike,  and  practice  alike.  One 
God  one  Son,  one  Word.  A believer  in  this 
God,  Son  and  Word  makes  him  one  with  any 
other  believer  in,  the  same.  This  is  unity. 

2.  Believers  Should  Not  Be  Divided  into 

Sects  or  Denominations. — 1 am  no  sectarian. 
A sectarian  is  one  who  sanctions  the  separa- 
tion of  God’s  fold  into  various  and  conflict- 
ing folds  and  factions.  They  contend  that 
God  intended  these  different  denominations. 
That  there  is  one  church  is  true,  but  that 
the  different  denominations  are  the  branches 
of  this  one  church,  I deny.  This  position  is 
untenable  and  inconsistent  with  the  facts. 
They  would  contend,  no  doubt,  that  the 
church,  whatever  that  is,  is  a unit.  Then 
if  the  church  is  a unit,  so  ought  the  branches 
of  the  same  to  be  a unit-  For  the  branches 
draw  their  life  from  the  vine  or  the  trunk. 
Jesus  says:  "I  am  the  vine,  ye  are  the 

branches.”  I, ike  vine,  like  brauches.  The 

life  of  the  vine  ]s*rmeates  the  branches  to  the 
remotest  tendril.  Here  is  an  apple-tree 
trunk.  What  would  you  think  of  seeing  on 
this  trunk — branches  of  peaches,  pears,  • 
plums,  persimmons,  etc.  I It  is  not  possi- 
ble. Here  is  the  church  of  God— a body  of 
believers  in  the  Son  and  Word  having  var- 
ious brunches,  denominations  — Baptist, 
Methodist,  Presbyterian,  Campbcllite,  Cath- 
olic, and  Kpiseopal — all  divided  into  fac- 
tions. The  Word,  if  belie  veil  and  practiced, 
would  purify  the  branches — sanctify  them 
until  all  the  branches  should  he  brought  into 
one  harmonious  whole  and  into  unity  with 
the  body.  The  point  of  division  started  at 
the  Reparation  from  the  Word  this  division 
was  wrong. 

' 

Paul  says:  “I  hear  there  lx*  divisions 

among  you,  and  I partly  believe  it.  For 
there  must  he  also  heresies  among  you,”  and 
adds:  “I  prnise  you  not.”  “Ye  cannot 

eat  the  Lord’s  Supper.”  These  heresies 
are  sects.  They  are  not  to  he  tolerated. 
There  is  no  union.  The  laird’s  Supper 
could  not  he  taken  under  such  circumstances. 

3.  Believers  Should  Unite  Where  it  is 
Possible  with  a View  to  Unification. — -There 
are  here  two  extremes  those  opposed  to  de- 
nominational afHliation  under  any  and  all 
circumstances;  and  those  favoring  denomi- 
national affiliation  under  any  and  all  circum- 
stances. Both.  I think,  are  wrong.  I am 
op|K>aed  to  religious  debates  or  discussions, 
hut  I favor  ministers  of  different  denomi- 
nations meeting  together  when  convenient, 
and  studying  the  Word  of  God.  For  in- 
stance in  towns  or  communities  where  there 
are  more  than  one  denomination,  with  min- 
isters living  on  the  local  field.  I think  it  well 
to  have  weekly  pastors’  conferences  for  the 
pur|x)8c  of  studying  together  the  pure  Word 
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of  God  with  a view  of  learning  the  truth 
Such  meetings  may  be  productive  of  good. 
Take  up  a tx>ok  in  the  Bible — Janies,  for  in- 
stance— and  appoint  one  minister  to  lead 
the  study  the  following  week.  All  join  in 
the  discussion  in  a friendly  and  brotherly 
way,  with  an  open  Book,. an  ojxn  heart,  and 
a prayer  that  all  may  ace  and  accept  what 
God  teaches  in  the  Book.  You  will  lx*  sur- 
prised to  see  how  near  we  all  are  together  in 
the  presence  of  the  Book.  There  will  be 
differences,  it  is  true,  but  all  are  bound  to 
see  the  force  of  God’s  simple  truth,  and  may 
lead  a long  way  toward  unity. 

I would  not  object  to  Sunday  evening  un- 
ion services  during  the  summer  mouths, 
where  the  ministers  get  along  well.  This 
will  bring  about  a more  friendly  relation- 
ship, if  ix>88ible,  and  will  alao  have  a salu- 
tary influence  on  the  congregations. 

I would  not  object  to  interdenominational 
Sunday  School  conventions  for  the  discus- 
sion of  the  best  methods  of  teaching  and  con- 
ducting Sunday  Schools.  If  my  denomina- 
tion has  the  truth  and  the  best  methods,  it 
will  not  suffer  in  such  a meeting,  and  other 
denominations  ought  to  profit  thereby.  If 
other  denominations  have  most  tmth  and 
the  !x-st  methods  I will  likewise  be  the  ben- 
eficiary. I can  see  no  valid  objection  to 
Ruch  conventions. 

I would  as  a rule  oppose  union  meetings 
that  would  frequently  lead  to  wrangling,  for 
there  the  question  of  doctrine  is  involved. 
No  inan  can  preach  a series  of  sermons  and 
not  prvach  the  doctrines  of  God’s  Word.  At 
least,  it  would  be  very  poor  preaching  if  he 
did  not  preach  doctrine.  It  would  hardly 
be  worth  hearing  if  he  did  not  This  would 
lead  to  opposition  6n  the  part  of  some  and 
cause  confusion. 

What  we  need  to  do  is  to  emphasize  the 
necessity  of  taking  the  Bible  and  studying  It 
to  know  what  it  teaches  that  we  may  be- 
lieve it,  instead  of  emphasizing  certain  doc- 
trines against  which  others  are  set,  and  try- 
ing to  force  them  to  accept  those  doctrines 
us  we  proclaim  them.  We  will  lose  noth- 
ing in  this  contention.  We  have  everything 
to  gain  when  we  get  the  people  to  reading 
and  studying  God’s  Word.  I suffer  no  un- 
easiness as  to  the  question  of  Christian  un- 
ion if  we  can  win  the  world  to  the  Book. 
External  union  amounts  to.  nothing  if  we 
ignore  the  Bible.  All  the  chureh  councils 
on  earth  cannot  bring  about  union  on  such 
a basis.  Truth  and  error  will  not  mix.  Ix*t 
us  unite  on  the  basis  of  God's  unchanging 
truth.

SINNING  AGAINST  THE  HOLY  SPIRIT. 

It  may  he  a question  whether  there  is 
such  a thing  as  ‘‘the  sin  against  the  Holy 
Spirit,”  hut  there  is  certainly  great  danger 
of  sinning  against  the  Holy  Spirit.  In  oth- 
er words,  there  may  not  be  any  one  act  that 
is  properly  designated  “the  sin”  against 
Him,  but  many  acts  may  under  certain  con- 
ditions. be  against  the  Holy  Spirit,  when  un- 
der other  circumstances  they  would  not. 

Suppose  two  girls  in  a room  differ  as  to 
the  color  of  a ribbon.  One  says  it  is  green; 
the  other  declares  it  is  blue!  It  may  he 
difficult  to  settle  the  question  there.  SAme 
one  suggests  that  they  take  it  out  in  the  sun- 
light and  see.  It  is  carried  out  and  the 
sun  makes  the  color  manifest.  It  is  certain- 
ly* Blue.  lint  the  other  still  contends  that 
it  is  green.  Now,  it  becomes  evident  that 
die  is  determined  to  stand  by  what  she  had 
said,  right  or  wrong;  or  that  she  is  color 
blynd.  This  is  sinning  against  the  light, 
the  final  test.  Argument  and  evidence  can 
do  nothing  here — the  ease  is  hopeless. 

This  was  the  condition  of  the  Scribes  in 
the  Scripture  for  next  Sunday’s  lesson.  Je- 
sus was' preaching  and  performing  miracles 
in  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  It  was 
so  evident  that  His  opponents  did  not  un- 
dertake to  deny  the  miracles,  but  ascribed 
them  to  Satan.  Jesus  said,  “If  I had  not 
done  among  them  the  works  whifh  no  other 
did,  they  would  not  have  hud  sin,  but  now 
they  have  Imth  seen  and  hated  both  me  and 
inv  Father.”  Whenever  the  light  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  is  turned  on  the  truth  and  the 
' heart  of  the  hearer  so  as  to  make  doubt  and 
hesitation  impossible,  there  must  come  a de- 
cision; there  must  be  then  and  there  a sur- 
render and  confession  or  such  a sinning 
against  the  light  as  damns  the  soul  forever. 
When  the  Holy  Spirit  has  brought  full  con- 
viction, there  is  nothing  more  that  the  Al- 
mighty God  can  do;  there  must  be  yielding 
or  the  soul  is  made  henceforth  incapable  of 
belief  and  repentance.  There  can  be  noth- 
ing but  a fearful  expectation  of  judgment 
To  sin  thus  against  the  testimony  and  per- 
son of  the  Holy  Spirit  can  never  he  forgiv- 
en. because  the  conditions  of  repentance  are 
destroyed  in  the  soul,  leaving  it  like  the  field 
on  which  the  rain  has  come  in  vain — his 
“end  is  to  be  burned."  A soul  ill  this  con- 
dition becomes  cynical  and  malignant,  de- 


crying every  good  work,  charging  evil  mo- 
tives to  good  people  and  efforts  to  do  good, 
a child  of  the  devil  as  he  is  pictured  in  the 
hook  of  Job. 

SELF  SACRIFICE. 

In  Hammond,  Louisiana,  a little  ehihl  tod- 
dled across  the  railroad  track  at  Dead  Man’s 
Grossing,  not  seeing  a freight  train  approach- 
ing at  high  speed,  caboose  first.  A man 
standing  near,  rushed  up  in  time  to  seize  the 
child,  toss  it  out  of  danger,  and  In*  himself 
ground  to  death  under  the  wheels  of  t|ie 
-drain.  Today  a monument  stands  beside 
thc  track  to  bear  witness  that  Francis  H. 
Stewart  had  in  his  heart  that  “greater 
love.” 

A lad  from  the  mountains  of  Tennessee, 
sent  as  a Confederate  spy  into  a federal 
camp,  was  apprehended  with  information  in 
his  possession  which  had  evidently  been  se 
cured  through  the  treachery  of  a federal 
officer.  The  penalty  was  death.  The  Un- 
ion commander  offered  the  hoy  his  life  and 
liberty,  if  he  should  reveal  the  name  of  his 
informant.  Hi-  refused.  After  his  exe- 
cution, the  hotly  of  Sam  Davis  was  borne  in 
state  between  two  lines  of  federal  soldiers 
with  arms  at  “present,”  in  honor  of  the 
boy  who  was  true  to  the  man  who  was  both 
friend  and  foe. 

“What  glorious  self-sacrifice,”  one  ex- 
claims. Yes,  glorious  and  the  names  of  the 
heroes  will  long  live  because  their  deeds 
are  widely  known.  But  examples  of  self- 
sacrifice  in  our  very  inidst  have  become  so 
common  as  to  cease  to  arouse  comment.

Have  you  seen  the  toil-worn  mother  who 
does  without  the  really  needed  servant  that 
her  girl  may  graduate  from  a woman’s  col- 
lege and  may  have  a graduating  dress  as 
pretty  ns  anyT  Have -you  met  the  small- 
salaried  soi^  who  delays  for  years  his  mar- 
riage with  the  girl  he  loves  because  his  wid- 
owed mother  and  fatherless  brothers  Rnd 
sisters  need  all  he  can  earhf  Does  your 
knowledge  extend  to  the  young  woman  who 
refuses  a splendid  offer  to  t ‘aeh  in  a big 
sehool  to  accept  a small  salary  from  the 
school  at  home  in  order  that  she  may  la* 
with  her  lonely  mother?

(Since  coming  to  McCorab  l have  discov- 
ered in  other  churches  eight  husband*  and 
wives  who  formerly  were  Baptists,  but  who 
left  the  Baptist  church  to  be  with  their  com- 
panions in  these  other  churches.  In  order 
to  prevent  such  in  the  future  I wrote  a tract 
that  I might  place  a copy  of  the  same  in 
every  one  of  the  Baptist  homes  here.  Most 
of  the  tract  is  taken  up  in  pointing  out  some 
doctrines  of  God's  Word  which  we  Baptists 
stand  for  but  which  these  other  deunmina 
tions  pervert  * The  last  part  of  the  tract 
is  mostly  as  follows:) 

G-  If  you  regard  many  of  the  members 
of  these  other  denominations  as  real  Chris- 
tians, why  do  you  wilfully  differ  from 
them?
